•dmitted to-day that there was no doubt 
that two American steamships have re- 
cently been bnrned at sea, and that it 
is probable thut in both cases every 
BOU! on board of them lost their lives. 
Three incoming steamers have reported 
passing burning steamers, and tho 
opinion expressed is that they were 
American tank steamers 
conveying 


petroleum to Europe. But this fact is 
only well established in tho case of one 
of the burning steamers; there arc 
tears that the second vessel may yet 
prove to be a passenger steamer. 


The last vessel to report passing one 


of the burning ships is the Egyptian 
Monarch, Capt. Irwin, of the Wilson 
line, which reached Gravesend yester- 
day. Capt. Irwin says that he loft New 
York on January 5, and that at 1 a. m., 
on January 10, in latitude 48 north, 
longitude IB west, lie sighted a ves- 
sel, apparently an American steamer, 
which was on fire and burning furi- 
ously as though her cargo was pe- 
troleum. Her masts were burned out, 
and clinging to tho gear beneath her 
bowsprit were two men, apparently the 
last survivors of the crow. Capt. Irwin 
ordered one of his boats away, but the 
two men referred to dropped overboard

"'it will thus be seen that the Egyptian 
Monarch and the Imperial Prince on 
January id, sighted a burning vessel in 
exactly tho same latitude and longi- 
tude. Capt Cox added that a heavy 
squall came up soon after tlie burning 
ship was sighted and that the atmos- 
phere became so thick that the derelict 
was lost to view. When tho squall 
hud blown over, the burning steamer 
was no longer to bo seen. Finally, 
Capt. Cox expressed the opinion, that 
nil the burning steamer's crew must 
have perished, as no boats could have 
lived through the weather experienced 
at the time. 
The above reports establish beyond 


doubt that a steamer was burned dur- 
ing the night o! January 15, iand that 
she was still afloat during part of the 
morning of January 10, and that she 
was destroyed by fire in latitude 48 
degrees north and longitude 19 west, 
or say about 100 miles southwest of 
Cape Clear, south of the island. 


The second vessel reported on firo 


was seen January 11, in latitude 43 de- 
grees north, and longitude 42 deerces 
west. She was seen by the commander 
fo the British steamship City of Dun- 
dee- he described her as being a large 
steamer and that she had been aban- 
doned. The City of Dundee's comman- 
der could not see any boats, though he 
made search for them, and came to the 
conclusion that, as there was a heavy 
sea ou, all hands had perished or 
that they had been picked up by a 
passing vessel. The City of Dundee 
was fioin Norfolk. Va., and Newport 
News, Va., on January D.

CHABI/EB Yousa will open his new 


saloon, flret door east ot tbe Armstrong 


An Interesting Story of the Man- 


ner of ItB Construction. 


Mr. Edward Keeling of Prinoeville, 111, 


writes to the Canton Register m regard 
to the contraction of the first railway 
ID Illinois. The story IB interesting, and 
points a good political moral as well. 


"1 saw an account in the last issue of 


the Register of the building of the first 
railroad m Illinois. I helped to build 
that road from Springfield to Metedosia. 
It was commended in the Spring of 1838 
at Meredosia and Springfield almost 
simultaneously and the grading was done 
for the distance of seven or eight miles 
toward Jacksonville from each end of 
the line. Toe style in track-laying would 
be considered unique in these days of 
railroad building and WBSBB follows: 
A irenoh was excavated about eighteen 
inches on each Bide of the roadbed, a 
mudsill ot Bawed lumber about eight 
inches square was then laid on each Bide 
and upon the mudsillB thecrosBtieB were 
laid 
Upon the ties was laid the track, 


made of wooden rails BIX inches square, 
tenanted into the ties three inches deep 
and then wedged tight. The track was 
then finished by the addition of an iron 
rail three inches wide and one inch thick 
with counter sunk boles and held in 
place by spikes six inches long, driven in 
the top ot the rail. 


"Tbe wages paid the laborers who built 


that road were from ?12 to »1B per 
month. Those were good old Democratic 
days, yon know, and "labor received its 
joet reward." The road was finished 
from Meredosia to Springfield m 1841, 
the year after Geu. Harrison waa elected 
President over Martin Van Buren 
The 


road was afterwards constructed on to 
Decatur and from there to Terre Haute, 
Ind 
My home was then in Bprmgfloid
